Registering SoftWindows Installing SoftWindows 


Upgrading an existing hard disk file for SoftWindows 3.0 


The SoftWindows 3.0 installer will automatically 
upgrade the C: drive hard disk file you were 
using with an earlier version of SoftWindows 
when you install SoftWindows with the Easy 
Install option. 

I This does not affect the SoftWindows 
application. 

You can also use the installer’s Custom 
Install option to upgrade any other hard disk 
file created by an earlier version of 
SoftWindows so that it can be used with 
SoftWindows 3.0. 

In each case the installer creates a new, 
separate, hard disk file, and your original hard 
disk file is not altered in any way. 

To upgrade hard disk files for use with 
Windows 95 refer to Upgrading Windows 3.11 to 
Windows 95, page 23. 

The upgraded hard disk file is created by first 
installing the following system files: 

■ Insignia drivers and utilities v4.0. 

■ MS-DOS 6.22. 

■ Insignia network utilities v4.0. 

■ Windows 3.11. 

The applications and data files from your 
original hard disk file are then copied across to 
create a new, bootable (C: drive) hard disk file 
for SoftWindows 3. 

Note that some applications may not work 
correctly on an upgraded hard disk file, in 


which case you will need to re-install them from 
the original installation disks.

If you want to take advantage of the additional 
features in Windows 95 you can upgrade a 
SoftWindows hard disk file containing 
Windows 3.11 using a standard Windows 95 
upgrade CD package which is available from 
most PC suppliers.

This will upgrade the networking, configuration 
files, and Insignia drivers on your hard disk, and 
then run the Window 95 setup program as 
described below.

The performance of the Windows desktop is 
optimal when the whole window is visible on 
the screen, unobscured by another window. 
Pressing @8]B places the window in the best 
position. 

For best performance the Monitors control 
panel should be set to 256 or 16 colors, and the 
Windows desktop should match this. 

When the Windows desktop is optimal a / is 
displayed in the title bar.

The performance of SoftWindows will decrease 
slightly as the size of the Windows desktop is 
increased. 


Other factors 

The following other factors also have a 
significant effect on the performance of 
SoftWindows. 

Level 2 Cache 

If your Power Macintosh does not already 
include Level 2 Cache you can achieve an 
increase in performance of up to 30% by having 
it installed. 

Other Macintosh applications 

Other applications running on your Macintosh, 
in particular those that check the network 
regularly, can slow down SoftWindows. 

Macintosh extensions 

You may find a performance improvement if 
you turn off any unnecessary extensions using 
Extensions Manager, as these can use system 
memory. Try restarting your Macintosh with the 
Ishiti] key held down, to turn all extensions off, 
and see if there is a significant improvement in 
performance. 

MS-DOS 

The MS-DOS applications EMM386. EXE and 
QEMM.EXE can reduce the performance of 
SoftWindows, and should not be installed 
unless you need them. 

Over time the PC hard disk may become 
fragmented. To restore performance run the 
MS-DOS OEFRAG utility.

To create a new hard disk file SoftWindows 
needs the appropriate HDData files. 

You can provide a single set of SoftWindows 
data files on a server to allow any SoftWindows 
user on the network to build their own hard disk 
files. 

To allow users to build non-bootable (D: drive) 
hard disks you need to provide only the file 
HDDataD (SoftWindows 95) or HDData 
(SoftWindows 3.0). 

You can also allow SoftWindows 3.0 users to 
build bootable (C: drive) hard disks by 
providing the set of data files HDData, 
HDDatal, HDData2, and so on. You can install 
these using the installer’s Custom Install 
option Windows 3.11 Data Files; refer to 
Installing additional SoftWindows options ,

SoftWindows can use the various Macintosh 
keyboards to produce all the keys and key 
combinations you need to run PC applications. 

The PC/AT 101-key keyboard 

The illustration below shows the layout and 
keycap engravings of the 101-key US PC/AT 
keyboard emulated by SoftWindows. 

The table on the next page lists the Macintosh 
keyboard keys, or key combinations, needed to 
produce all the keys on this keyboard that do 
not correspond directly to Macintosh keys. 

Any PC/AT key not included in the table will be 
produced by the Macintosh keyboard key with 
the same keycap engraving. 

The following keys are used by the Macintosh to 
enter accented characters. To enter one of these 
key combinations in SoftWindows you need to 
press the key combination twice: 

(a§E, j§I,@U, and gN. 


To use a PowerBook keyboard 

Some PowerBook keyboards do not have 
function keys or a numeric keypad.

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Playing sound from Windows 


SoftWindows emulates the Windows sound 
facilities, allowing you to play Windows 
waveform or MIDI files on your Macintosh. 
These are identified with . WAV and .MID 
extensions, respectively. 

SoftWindows also supports ADPCM 
decompression, to allow ADPCM sound files to 
be played in SoftWindows. 

You can choose an interesting sound for each 
of the events that can occur in Windows using 
the Sound control panel. 

To use Windows sound you need to have PC 
Sound Support checked in the SoftWindows 
Preferences dialog box; refer to Preferences... 
(File menu), page 134. To play MIDI files you 
need to have QuickTime installed; refer to To 
install QuickTime , page 28.
